Tories Defeated By Five — 
Liberals Appoint Cabinet

' Ignoring last June's failure on 
the part of their federal brethren, 
the McGill Liberals swept to pow- 
er last Friday in an election which 
is still being post-humously con- 
tested by its verbose rivals. 

Copping seventeen of a possible 
thirty seats the Liberals held a 
margin of five elected members 
over the Progressive Conservatives 
who came up with twelve winners. 
A lone Independent triumphed. 

Paradoxically, in the overall ma- 
jority tally which decided the fate 
of the ten proportional represen- 
tation scats, the PC party won 
50% of the vote. The Liberals 
and Independents followed with 
percentages of 46 and 4 respect- 
ively. Consequently, five seats 
have been awarded to the Con- 
servatives, four to the Liberals, 
and one to the Independents. 

The Model Parliament Prime 
Minister, Wesley Rappoport, had 
this to say, "The election results 
were very satisfactory in that, un- 
like the present situation in Ot- 
tawa, it carried a majority govern- 
ment which can carry out its po- 
licies under the observation and

criticism of a strong opposition. 
The election is over. Our main 
concern now is the Model Parlia- 
ment and since its issue is one 
closely concerning McGill stu- 
dents we hope they will attend in 
large numbers."

There will be very little studying done by the bejants 
and semis at St. Andrews (his week. Next Saturday is 
the Bcjant Skite, and there is a tremendous amount of 
preparation necessary. 

The Dcjant Skitc is the newest tradition in a uni- 
versity with many very old ones; and in fact the form 
is still in a state of flux. It was started in 1948, and 
consisted of a scavenger hunt organized by the Bejants 
for themselves. The whole bcjant year was divided 
into groups of six, and given two hours to bring back 
as many items on the list as possible. Sample items arc 
a pound of haggis*, a signed receipt for a passionate kiss 
from the president of the Men's Union, a live rooster, 
a bound and gagged semi. Once a policeman's helmet 
was included; but this met with dire consequences, and 
now the whole list has to be approved by the police 
department. 

Because it is a new tradition, the origin is not lost 
in the realms of antiquity. The main purpose is to 
ensure that there is more mixing of bejants and hejan- 
tincs. As well as this, it gives the bejants a change to 
get more organised; because they arc supposed to ar- 
range a dance for the third and fourth year students in 
the evening immediately following the Skite. However, 
because of this dance for the senior students, the whole 
form of the Skitc has changed, and the scavenger hunt 
has become a secondary matter. 

Six years ago, the semis revolted at being excluded 
from the Skitc Dance, and turned up en masse to crash 
it. They succeeded in gaining entry after a short but 
fierce battle. This, idea caught on, and the fight for 
entry became part of the Skitc. However, three years 
ago, the semis weren't satisfied with this at all. They 
•were a small class that year, and weren't at all sure 
that they would succeed in crashing the dance. There- 
fore, they organised themselves into strong militant 
units and ambushed the bejants as they were out hunting 
for the items on their list. To the accompanymcnt of 
squeals from the bejantincs, the bejants were bound, 
gagged, and removed to a safe hiding place. By the 
time the dance started, about 35% of the bejants were 
trussed up and safely out of sight; and hence the semis 
had a very easy time of getting in. The kidnapping idea 
caught on, and the following year saw the first pitched 
battle on the streets of St. Andrews. The semis had 
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rented a large truck, and the bejants had a bus; and 
both roamed the streets picking up isolated members - ^" 
of the opposing class and depositing them several miles • 
out of town. Unfortunately, they both met in front of 
the police station; and students poured out into tlic«*t — 
street to try to ovcrpowcr'thc opposition's vehicle. The 
two town constables could not cope with this, and so 
went inside and wrote a nasty letter to the university 
senate. There were a few muted rumbles from that 
quarter, but nothing serious, and the Skite kept going. 

Last year, things got completely out of hand. The 
fighting started earlier, and students were kidnapped 
on their way to and from classes; and in a few cases 
were pulled out of bed and cither put on a train to 
London, or on an island in the middle of the River 
Tay. In regards to the latter case, the students were 
almost drowned. The island they were put on a was a tidal 
one, and is covered by about ten feet of water when 
the tide is in. Fortunately a passing fisherman took 
them off before they got too wet. Needless to say, the, 
senate took a very dim view of all this — especially 
the missed classes and the extensive damage to the 
Union where the dance was held. In answer to their 
demands that these unfortunate occurances be eliminated, 
the Skitc was changed slightly. It was moved to a 
Saturday to remove any chance of a missed lecture, and --en- 
tile bejants were ordered to admit the semis to the 
dance which eliminates any need for fighting in the 
Union. There was some talk of changing the whole 
purpose of the skite to a sort of initiation ceremony 
where the bejants will have to play a ballgame against 
" the semis (each side being a hundred strong) but that 
met with extreme disfavour because of the smalL hos- 
pital here in St. Andrews. Therefore, nothing was 
radically altered. . 

Wc don't know what the semis have planned for us 
this year, but we arc thoroughly organised. We have 
made arrangements to hire a truck and a motor launch 
for the purposes, of mass deportations/ These deporta- 
tions will follow a dawn raid on one of the residences, 
and we have high hopes that they^will continue all day. 
I shall break off here because there will be a more ' 
complete description in a newsletter following the — , 
Skite; and I am not sure how many of our plans will 
materialise. Anyway, wc have cnough"rope to tic up the 
whole ruddy student body. 



On German And Reporters 



Sir : May 1 thank you for the pro- 
minent advance notice which you 
gave to my public lecture on "Kafka 
and the Modern European Novel" in 
the columns of your paper on 26 
November 1957 ? But may I also state, 
that to the best of my knowledge, 
neither Kafka nor I ever wrote a 
novel entitled "The Political Thought 
of the German Romantics", as was 
suggested in your columns. Perhaps 
you were referring to a book of se- 
lections from German Romantic phi- 
losophers which bears that title and 
which I edited and prefaced with an 
introduction. 

May I also comment on one of your 
headlines "German is difficult" ? This 
hardly corresponds to what I said to 
your reporter. What I referred to was 



the fact that, in some ways, it is more 
difficult to teach German literature 
in this University than it is in the 
University of London, for in the Uni- 
ted Kingdom students arc, on the 
whole, not admitted to courses in 
German unless they have acquired a 
knowledge of German prior to their 
entry in the University. Many students 
possess that knowledge since in Bri- 
tish schools, contrary to the practice 
prevailing in the province of Quebec, 
instruction in German is normally 
offered. 

In fact, a language is hardly ever 
intrinsically difficult, for whether it 
is more or less difficult depends on 
what other languages a student knows 
before-hand. For instance, it took mc 
longer to learn German than English, 



but then, as far as I am able to re- 
call, I knew no other language at all 
when I began to learn German, I ex- 
pect, however, that the experiences of 
native English speakers with English 
and German respectively are not so 
very different. Since German belongs 
to the West Germanic group of lan- 
guages, since it is, so to speak, a 
first cousin of English, it should not 
prove too difficult for some one who 
knows English well, and it should 
certainly be easier than a Slavonic 
or Celtic language, or let alone than 
a language which docs not belong to 
the Indo-European group of languages.

.The Theâtrc-Club has opened ics 
fifth season wiih Topaze, a comedy 
by Marcel Pagnol, currently being 
performed at the Gcsù. The quality 
-tf" of this production is such as to raise 
this dynamic company to the level of 
its older rival, the Théâtre du Nou- 
vcau-Mondc. 

The artistic competition between 
these two excellent groups is one 
of the most stimulating develop- 
ments of our cultural life. Together 
with Ginette I.ctondal's Rideau Vert 
(about to open Graticn Gclinas's 
Comédie Canadienne) and several up 
and coming smaller companies, they 
have placed Montreal in the fore- 
ground of the theatrical world, if 
not yet near its summit. 

The Théâtre du Nouveau-Monde 
is scheduled to begin next Spring in 
New York's Phoenix Theatre a tour 
that will take it to several Euro- 
pcan countries (including a second 
visit to Paris) before a return en- 
gagement at Stratford, Ont. and a 
cross-Canada trip. 

Moreover, the Théâtre-Club an- 
25k nounccs the opening in January of 
L' Avant-Seine, a pocket theatre on 
St. Denis street, where experimental 
techniques and "non-commercial" 
plays will be tried out as well as 
light and musical comedy. 

This grôwth of the French theater 
in Montreal is the result of many 
complex factors, of which one of 
the most important ones no doubt 
is the large pool of talent created, 
developed and maintained in this 
city by the French television station 
' CD.F.T. In fact, the C.D.C. has 
become one of the most pervasive in- 
fluences in the evolution of French 
culture in Canada. Its far-reaching 
^ effects have never received the scru- 
tiny dicy deserve. 

Some of the best television dramas 
on this continent — plays by the " 
outstanding French and European 
playwrights as well as some Cana- 
dian and American works — come 
— from Montreal. The C.D.C. has culti- 
vated a growing public taste for 
varied, eclectic theater, a taste which 
cannot be satisfied with the almost 
uniformly neurotic drama even the 
best American programs never tire 
of producing. This increasingly edu- 
cated interest has also benefitted the 
^ legitimate theater. 

Furthermore, there is hardly a 
Quebec artist, writer or performer 
who in some way or other does not 
derive support from the C.B.C. 
Television salaries — which arc 
generous without being lavish — 
have freed many a talented artist 
*Ç from the fear of starvation, of sta- 
gnation in routine jobs or from the 
necessity of immigrating to more 
culturally alive countries. 

This enables most of them to 
concentrate their efforts on creative 
. work, both within and outside the 
— *- C.B.C., without excessive concern 
for financial success. Most of the 
acton of the Nouveau-Monde, for 
instance, make a living from radio 
and television. 
— ^ So, far from finishing off the once 
tottering legitimate theater in Mont- 
real, .television has been its greatest 
stimulant. This may also explain 
the absence of any serious English- 
speaking companies in Montreal 
since all the C.B.C.'s theatrical pro- 
ductions and talent arc centred in 
■ Toronto. But let us return to the 
play under discussion. 
. Topaze is one of the most bitter 

comedies ever written. The ridicu- 
lous and yet pathetic innocence of 
its central character, Topaze, and the 
farcical universe of the tumbled- 
down boarding school where he 
blooms, even the traditional and 
truly funny comedy situations in 
which he becomes involved, barely 
soften the pitiless satire of human 
nature which this play really is. 
• Topaze may be witty, even 
uprariously funny at moments, yet 
it draws such cruel and pessimistic 



portrait of human greed and base- 
ness as to-be almost painful. Pa- 
gnol's pessimism about human nature 
never relents. The final metamorpho- 
sis of the helpless; fastidiously hon- 
est Topaze into a cynical business 
tycoon is the consistent conclusion 
of this cruel play. 

And yet, despite its mcrcilessness, 
the Theatre-Club's Topaze provides 
three hours of the best theatrical en- 
tertainment offered in Montreal for 
a long time. Gilles Pelletier — the 
pin-up boy of the local stage — in 
the title role, gives a striking, sen- 
sitive performance which never falt- 
ers. The one small weakness in his 
role — probably attributable to his 
director Jean Létourncau — is the ■ 
exaggeration of his final rejuvena- 
tion : the sudden transformation of 
the decrepit school master 'into an 
athletic young man is too violent 
to be believable. 

André Fouché, as Régis Castel- 
Hemic, corrupt politician and un- 
principled businessman, is vivid and 
almost flawless. Monique I-cpagc, in

the role of his mistress — the pro- 
gram prudishly calls her his "as- 
sociate" — showed herself as the 
excellent actress she is. Sacha Tar- 
ride was good as the greedy, bluster- 
ing and conceited tyrant of the 
boarding school, but he had a few 
weak moments and stumbled too 
often not only over his lines but 
over the stage doors as well. Men- 
tion should also be made of compe- 
tent acting by Jean-Paul Dugas and 
Roger Garand in secondary roles. 
Béatrice Picard's Ernestine Muche 
was too caricatural to be very con- 
vincing. 

Michel Ambrogi's sets provided an 
effective and colorful background 
for the' action. 

To sum up, Topaze is an excellent 
play, an excellent satire and excel- 
lent entertaincmcnt.

Backstage U/îth "Antigone"

"There is nothing so comfortable 
as your own safe skin", say the guard 
in the English Department's forth- 
coming - production of Sophocles' 
"Antigone". "That's fine", says Al- 
thca Douglas, costume designer, 
coffec-makcr, and Girl Friday for 
Department productions, "but you'll 
have to sport a more appropriate 
costume before we open on Thursday 
night". 

So, with only four days. left before 
the dusty old curtains arc pulled 
aside, the tiny backstage office which 
houses props and costumes is full of 
activity. Velvet drawing room chairs, 
gilt tables, "rare" paintings, "jewels", 
and silks and satins provide lavish 
furnishings for an Arts Building 
office — but Mrs. Douglas assured 
us that they arc merely props and 
used to transform Moysc Hall from 
a lecture room to a French salon or 
Italian court. With this season's pro- 
duction, Mrs. Douglas has a variety 
of new tasks. 

Well over two thousand ' years 
have gone by since "Antigone" was 
first produced. Re-creating the at- 
mosphere of ancient Thebes so that 
it will be meaningful to Montreal 
theatre goers is a decided challenge. 
The play itself, with its social and 
political problems is amazingly rele- 
vant today; so that the use of ornate 
masks has been abondoncd to avoid 
detracing from the lines of the drama. 
The designs for the costumes were 
inspired by the figure on Greek 
pottery, and the highly stylized hair 
and beards shown on these figures 
have been duplicated by making 
wigs. "Natural hair will not stay in 
such elaborate twists and coils with- 
out being plastered down with la- 
quer", explained Mrs. Douglas as 
we questioned the . multitude of 
wooden "scalps" which decorated her 
office. "While this is actually what 
the ancients did, our own actors and 
actresses arc a bit reluctant to go 
through this two-hour ritual before 
every performance". So a new tech- 
nique has been devised to duplicate 
hair styles while avoiding a mutiny 
amongst members of the cost. Mrs. 
Douglas patiently spreads liquid rub- 
ber on the "scalps" (wooden blocks 
the size of the human head) and 
then imbeds coils and twists of wool 
and silk in the still liquid rubber.

One of the large, yet 'one of the 
least — publicized clubs at McGiil 
is the McGiil Rifle and Pistol Club 
(M.R.P.C.).
